Recognizing that cooperation in the fields of science and 
technology can ptoaote the well-being and prosperity of both 
coun-- * -.es ; 

Affiming that such cooperation can strengthen friendly 
relations between both cotintries; 

Wishing to establish closer and taore regular cooperation 
between scientific and technical entities and personnel in both 
countries ; 

Have agreed as folios: 

AKTICLS 1 

1, The Contracting Parties shall develop cooperation under 
this Agreeiaent on the basis of equality, reciprocity and mutual 
l;cn«flt. 

2. The principal objective of this Agreement Is to provide 
broad opaortunitias for cooperation in scientific and technological 
fields of mutual interest, thereby promoting tb« progress of science 
and technology for tha benefit of both countries and of ma nVrin d. 



AKTICIZ 2 

Coop«ratiarx under this A*jre«=eac say be uadrrtaken is the 
fields of agriculture, energy, «pace, health, environiaent , 
earth aciencea, engineeriag, and such other areaa o£ icieaoe 
and technology and their naaagcQent aa aay b« nuttutlly agreed, 
as well aa educational and scholarly exchange. 

cooperation ander this Agreeoent aay includ«: 
a- Exchange of acientiata, acholara, specialiata and 
atuden'ta; 

b. Exchange of acieacific, acholarly, and technological 
iafotsation and docjaentation; 

c. Joint planning and ispleaentation of prograaa and 
projecta; 

d. Joint research, davelopoent and testing, and exchange 
of res«arch reaulta and experience becveen cooperating entities .-

f. Other for=a of scientific and technological. coop«ration 
aa Bay be tautually agreed, 

Purauant to the objectives of this Agreement, the Contracting . 
Parties ahall encourage and facilitate, aa appropriate, the 
development of contacta and cooperation between government 
agcnciea, mivirsitiea, organ! lationa , inatitutiona , and other 
•ntitiea of both countries, and the conclusion of accorda between 
such bodi«3 for the conduct of cooperative activities- Both aidaa 
will further proiaote, conalatent witH such cooperation and vhere 
appropriate, smtually beneficial bilateral .concmic activiti««. 



Sp^ciiic accords irpleoenting this Agreesent aay caver 
the 3uhjoct3 of cooperation, pnscedurea to be followed. 
Creatacat of latellectiral property* funding and other 
appropriata oatten. With respect to funding, coata shall 
be borao as autually agreed. All cooperative activities under 
this Agreement shall be subject to the availability of Cunds. 

AKTICLE 6 

Cooperative activities under tiiis Agreesut shall be 
siibject CO the laws and regulations in each country. 

AKTICLZ 7 

Each Contracting Party shall, with respect to cooperative 
activities under this Agreeaent, use its best efforts to 
facilitate protspt entry into and exit fron its territory 
equipment and personnel of the other side, and also to provide 
access to relevant geographic areas, institutions, data and 
inaterials. 

AiCrrCLE 8 

Sciantific and tachnological iafonaation derived from 
coop«rative activities ondar this Agreeoent may be cade 
available, unless otherwise agreed in an ispleaenting accord 
under Article 5, to the world scientific cotmunity .through 
customary channeLs and In accordance with the norsal procedures 
of the participating entities. 

AJCnCLE 9 

Scientists, technical experts, and entities of third 
countries or international organiiatioas may be Invited, upon 
nnitual consent of both sides, to participate in projects and 
programs being carried cut under this Agreecient. 



^1. The Cont:ractiag Parries ahill eacabliah * OS-PRC Joint 
Cccaaiaaioa on Scicatiiic and Techixo logical Cooperation, which 
shall ccnaiat o£ United States and Ciineaa parts. Each 
Contracting Party ahall designate a co-chaixaan and its aMahcra 
of the Ccsaissioa. The Crrsiission shall adopt procedures for 
its operation, and shall ordinarily taeet once a year in t*— ■ 
United States and the People's Republic of China alternately. 

2. The Joint Ccsaission shall plan and csordinate 
cooperation in science and technology, and aionitor and 
facilitate auch cooperation. The Cotmaisaion shall also consider 
proposals for the further developaent of cooperative activities 
in specific areas and tecocs^nd aeasures and prograiaa to both, 
sides. 

3. To carry out its functions, the Ccsaission aay when 
necessary create tesporary or peraancat joint subc r . imi ttaes or 
woricing groxipa. 

4. During the period between meetings of the Coinaission, 
additions or aaendaents may be made to already approved 
cooperatiTB activities, as aay he cnitually agreed. 

5. To assist the Joint Conxiiasion, each Contracting Party 
shall designate an Executive Agent. The Executive Agent on the 
United States aide shaU be the Office of Science and Technology 
Policy; and oa the side of the People's Republic of CHina, the 
StAte Scientific and Technological Comaission. me Executive 
Agents shall collaborate closely to proooto proper implefflentation 
of all activities and prograiss- The Executive Agent of each 
Contracting Party chall be responsible for coordinating the 
iBpleaentation of its aide of such activities and progxass.
